From the Congo. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26 (AP) 
'— Belgium and the United 
| States today were reported near 
|agreement on a proposal under 
which this country would assist 
Belgium to develop ar stomic 
power plant for industrial uses. 

Such a step would mark a 
new phase in United States 
atomic policy, but it is under- 
stood that the United States has 
already given Belgium some as- 
surances with which key mem- 
bers of Congress are sympa- 
thetic. 

Belgium, through its control 
of the Belgian Congo in Africa, 
has been this country’s chief 
supplier of uranium. United 
States officials are known to 
feel that it is time Belgium’s 
own desire for some _ return 
other than money payments be 
| satisfied — and what Belgium 
wants is the development of 
atomic energy as an economical- 
ly practical source of power. 

Other real or potential sup- 
pliers of uranium—South Afri- 
ca, Canada and AuStralia—like- 
wise have indicated they need 
new power sources, and what- 
ever is worked out in the secret 
negotiations between Washing- 
ton and Brussels may well es- 
tablish a precedent for action 
in other cases. 

It is understood that early in 
the negotiations the Belgian 
Government made clear it had 
no intention of cutting off uran- 
ium supplies to the United 
States. On the other hand the 
Belgians emphasized they ex- 
pected the United States to do 
everything within its power to 
satisfy their interests in: reactor- 
atomic furnaces which may be 
made to produce heat for power.

STRIKE. ENTERS 
THIRD MONTE 
TALKS HELD UP 


No Hope of Early Set- 
tlement — East St. 
Louis Business Men 
Report Heavy Losses 
in Tie-Up. 


The prolonged East St. Louis 
bus strike, which has deprived 
residents of that city of mass 
transportation, went into its 
third month yesterday without 
hope of early settlement. 


Negotiations, which have been 
carried on at a leisurely pace 
and have failed to make much 
headway to date, are being-held 
up at the moment pending a de- 
cision of the Illinois Commerce 
Commission on a petition by 
the city seeking cancellation of 
the franchise under which East 
St. Louis City Lines, Inc., the 
bus company, operates. 


The city contends the com- 
pany has violated commission 
rules by abandoning service. The 
company, of course, points to 
the fact its busses are not in 
operation because of the strike. 

Meanwhile, East St. Louis 
business men report heavy 
losses since the busses stopped 
rolling. Doctors, dentists and 
other professional men say many 
patients have postponed or can- 
celed appointments. 

Effects in Nearby Cities. 

Effects of the strike also have 
been felt by riders of busses op- 
erating through East St. Louis 
to nearby communities. East St. 
Louis riders have crowded 
aboard these vehicles in such 
numbers that many persons liv- 
ing in Belleville, Collinsville 
and elsewhere have been de- 
prived of rides home. 

The Belleville-St. Louis«Coach 
Co. several days ago began ac- 
cepting all East St. Louis pas- 
sengers bound to or from St. 
Louis under a liberal interpreta- 
tion of its franchise. Formerly 
the company picked up passen- 
gers in East St. Louis only on 
Belleville-bound runs and per- 
mitted them to get off in East 
St. Louis only on St. Louis- 
bound runs. 

Brisk Taxicab Business. 

Taxicabs have done a brisk 
business. Complaints of “‘goug- 
ing” by cab drivers have been 
investigated by police, but most 
drivers are reported to be charg- 
ing normal rates. 

St. Louis department stores 
have been getting their East 
Side employes to and from work 
by transporting them in trucks. 
Employes of other firms. have 


. operated car pools. 


The 160 bus drivers and shop 
workers on strike have been 
paid strike benefits of $15 a 
week. An officer of the union, 
Local 125, AFL Street Electric, 
Railway and Motor Coach Em- 
ployes’ Union, said about 50 
have obtained other employ- 
ment. 

A company offer*of a 10-cent 
hourly pay increase was rejected 
overwhelmingly by the men two 
weeks ago because-the firm in- 
sisted on including in the con- 
tract provisions for annual phy- 
sical examinations, a ‘‘no strike, 
nd lockout” clause and removal 
of checkers, dispatchers and 
change makers from the union. 

East St. Louis City Lines has 
been accused by an East St. 
Louis citizens’ committee, ap- 
pointed to help settle the strike, 
with failure to negotiate in good 
faith. The group said the com- 
pany has employed stalling tac- 
tics by agreeing to negotiate 
only between Tuesday and Fri- 
day of each week and by send- 
ing representatives unable to 
make decisions to some meet- 
ings. 

Arbitration Efforts. 

The union has agreed to arbi- 

trate its grievances but the com- 


‘ pany has declined. The last time 


arbitration was resorted to on 
the East Side, in 1938, the union 
introduced evidence that op- 
erators of the system paid a 600 
per cent dividend on common 
stock in 1936 and 390 per cent 
in 1937. This was to show abil- 
ity to pay wage increases. 

The interruption of bus service 
fs the fourth in East St. Louis in 
nine years. The others, in 1944, 
1950 and 1951 were of short du- 
ration. The drivers stayed off 
the job only two days on the 
first two occasions and one week 
in 1951. 

In 1950 the company was run- 
ning 82 busses on six routes in 
East St. Louis. The number of 
busses had been decreased to 65

A campaign to obtain operat- 
ing funds for Channel Nine, the 
St. Louis educational television 
station, has raised $211,500 thus 
far, it was announced yester- 
day.

Bill to Assign Routes for Trucks : 


Through City Is Being Prepare 


Police Are Requested 


to Arrest Offending 


Transport Drivers—Increasing Com- 
plaints Are Cited. 


A bill establishing specific 
truck routes through the city Is 
being prepared for introduction 
in the Board of Aldermen, Traf- 
fic Commissioner Charles G. 
Gonter announced yesterday. 

At the same time he revealed 
that the Police Department has 
been requested to begin imme- 
diately arresting the drivers 
of large, interstate transport 
trucks, who violate the city's 
ordinances through ‘excessive 
speed” or by creating “loud, 
unnecessary and unreasonable 
noises.” 

Gonter said an _ increasing 
number of complaints’are being 
received from residents in vari- 
ous sections of the city about the 
“ear-splitting’” noises emanating 
from passing transport trucks, 
particularly those with diesel 
motors. 

Public ‘Raising Hell!’ 

“We are just going to have to 
restrict the truck traffic to spe- 
cific routes,” Gonter said. “The 
people are raising hell!” 

Hundreds of complaints have 
been received, particularly from 
residents in the southwest and 
northwest sections of the city, he 
said. They not only complain 
about the noise of the passing 
trucks keeping them awake at 
night, but also that the vibra- 
tions caused by the transports 
are cracking walls and ceilings 
in their homes, Gonter said. 

Streets proposed by Gonter for 
truck routes are Broadway, Third 
and Fourth streets, Gravois ave- 
nue and Twelfth boulevard north 
of Gravois, Chippewa street 
westwardly from Gravois, Man- 
chester, Page, Easton, Natural 
Bridge, Vandeventer and, possi- 
bly, Southwest avenues.

HANOI, Indochina, Sept. 26 
(AP)—Vietminh troops appeared 
tonight to have embarked on a 
campaign aimed at destroying 
the newly formed Viet Namese 
light battalions in the Red river 
delta. 

The French high command an- 
nounced that one of the Viet 
Namese battalions in the Buichu 
sector, about 75 miles southeast 
of Hanoi, had been strongly at- 
tacked by heavy Vietminh forces. 


It said the Viet namese .had 
repulsed the Communist -led 
Vietminh in hand-to-hand fight- 
ing in a village near Buichu, kill- 
ing 60 Vietminh, but the Viet 
Namese suffered ‘“impartant 
losses.”

Union Station. He was freed by 
the Reds on Sept. 4. 

The 35-year-old soldier, who 
was captured Feb. 13, 1951, said 
he plans te stay in the Army, 
adding that he wants “to eat 
plenty of pork chops” to regain 
weight lost while a prisoner. 

Leslie, who was captured on 
his thirty-third birthday, said 
he was taken first to a camp at 
and 


a year later. 
“They beat me once when I 
was accused of stealing food 
the prison com 
he related. “While one guard 
watched with a rifle, another 
hit me across the back of the 
hands about 40 times with a 
three-inch stick.” 

Indoctrination courses were 
held for the prisoners every day 
for two hours during the first 
year of his capture, Leslie said, 
“but after that time they were 
conducted only very infrequent- 


“After the truce negotiations 
began,” he continued, “the food 
consisted only of a dish of 
boiled peanuts twice a day.” As 
a result, Leslie said, his weight 
dropped from 151 pounds to 
125. Since his release he has 
gained 10 pounds. 

When he landed at San Fran- 
cisco last Wednesday, he was 
greeted by his mother, Mrs. 
Verna Leslie of Cuba, Mo., and 
his daughter, Jacqueline, 6 
years old, Leslie said. 

While in St. Louis, he will 
stay at the home of a brother, 
A. L. Leslie, 228 East Clinton 
place, Kirkwood.

“We were taken into a court- 
room. All I was told was that

years. It was enough to have 
been a soldier in a Wehrmacht 
division accused of having 
fought the partisians in order. 
to get sentenced.” 

Mangelsdorf~. declared there 
was little change from status of 
prisoner of war to that of war 
criminal in his case and that of | 
his comrades, 


Only a Change in Fences, | 
“Our camp was surrounded by 
barbed wire. Convict camps had | 
board fences.

“We had to work eight hours 
a day and earn 458 rubles| 
monthly to pay for our food 
and. shelter.

It 
must be admitted; though, that 
gardening in this area can be 
quite a challenge. It takes pienty 
of know-how, supplemented by 
plain, hard work, to achieve 
even passable results. ’ 


Weather Is Tricky. 


Our average annual rainfall, 
which measures about 33 inches, 
is ample when the showers are 
nicely spaced. Unfortunately, a 
gully-washer may dump a whale 
month’s supply of rain on us in 
just a few hours. Periods of dry a 
weather come with discouraging 
regularity. For the second suc- 
cessive year our plants have suf- 
fered from a long, long drouth, 
lasting through much of the 
summer and into the fall. 

Gardeners around here must 


able weather in winter. It is true 
that our cold snaps rarely last 
long, but this merely increases 
the difficulties for our plants. 
Many winter fatalities result 
when growing conditions change 
overnight from “good” to “im- 
possible.” 

Although we can’t change the 
climate, we can fortify our 
plants against both drouth and 
bad weather. “Climate control” 
for trees and shrubs should be- 
gin at planting time. First of 
all, these ornamentals deserve 
the most favorable locations. 
Second, each one should enjoy 
the best possible soil prepara- 
tion. 


Make Wise Choice. 


There seems to be an almost 
universal yen to grow plants 
that are exotic and different. 
Moreover, many home owners 
make a back-handed approach 
to the problem of selecting a 
tree or shrub without consider- 
ing the site. Having set their 
hearts of a blue spruce, a dog- 
wood, a magnolia or perhaps an 
azalea, they then try to fit the 
hapless plants into their gar- 
dens. No wonder the results are 
so often disappointing. 

Instead, it is far better to 
choose a tree or shrub that can 
be expected to flourish in the 
particular spot where it is to be 
planted. That doesn’t restrict 
our choice too severely, for our 
nurseries offer flowers, shrubs 
and trees from many parts of 
the world. Most ornamentals 
have decided preferences as to 
types of soil, quantity of sun- 
light or shade, and exposure. 

Among the evergreens, for 
example, the junipers are most 
heat-and-drouth-resistant. These 
accommodating trees luxuriate 
in a sunny spot. They are at 
home in a foundation planting 
that faces south or west, and 
they won't object even to heat 
reflected from rock or brick 
walls. 

However, junipers are apt to 
be shaggy and ragged when 
grown in the shade. On the 
other hand, there are some ever- 
greens that need at least partial 
protection from the sun. In the 


sees | Midwest it is wise to plant hem- 
™i locks, boxwoods, 


and rhodo- 
dendrons on the north side of a 
building, or in high shade be- 
neath towering oaks. 

Before making a planting, the 
home owner would be well ad- 
vised to show the nurseryman 
a rough sketch of the plot, com- 
plete with dimensions and ex- 
posure. Then it will be a com- 
paratively simple matter to se- 
lect plants that will thrive in 
that particular location. 


Plants Need Food. 


We can also give our plants 
a built-in drouth-and-cold resist- | 
ance by seeing that they are 
well fed. According to Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Albrecht, the Univers- 
ity of Missouri’s famed soil ex- 
pert, plant fatalities attributed 
to “bad weather” are often 
caused by hunger. He recom- 
mends deep preparation of the 
soil, with both organic matter 
and chemical fertilizer worked 
to about twice the normal plant- 
ing depth. 

Last fall we followed Dr. Al- 


some hemlock trees. First we 
carefully removed the top soil 
and prepared holes of generous 
size. Then we worked both leaf 
compost and chemical fertilizer 
into the subsoil. 

We reconverted this tough 
clay layer by layer. An applica- 
tion of fertilizer, organic matter 
and soil conditioner was dug in 


to a depth of about three inches. 
When these ingredients had be- 
come well mixed, we shoveled 
out the loose and ‘crumbly earth 
and started work on the com- 
pacted soil beneath. 

That was a lot of trouble, but 
I think it has already paid divi- 
dends. These trees were planted 
beneath the oaks, on a steep 
north slope. Other plants nearby 
suffered greviously from the 
drouth. Although the hemlock 
dislikes hot, dry weather, these 
trees have grown well with a 
minimum of care. Deep soil prep- 
aration and a good surface mulch 
kept the ground relatively cool 
afid moist; so that the roots were 
able to “eat and drink” during 
the drouth.

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Will President Appoint the 
Best Man Available or 
Will He Listen to Par- 
tisan Politicians?

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. 


HE death of Chief Justice Vinson 
confronts President Eisenhower 
with the same fateful and historic 
choice.that President Roosevelt had to 
make when Charles Evans Hughes re- 
tired from the,Supreme Court in 1941. 
The choice is: regardless of party, shall 
the man with the greatest qualifications 
be named to the second most important 
position in the Government? 


Eisenhower will make no more far- 
reaching appointment than that of the 
fourteenth chief justice. British Historian 
Bryce called the United States Supreme 
Court “the living voice of the Constitu- 
tion.” In the popular concept, the Chief 
Justice has become the personification of 
the court and in political controversies, 
such as Roosevelt’s court-enlargement pro- 
posal, he can be the decisive factor in 
persuading the people and the Congress 
to follow or reject a certain course. 

Chief Justice Hughes, with his jove- 
like countenance, deep intelligence, lucid 
expression, and reputation for impar- 
tiality, did more than any other person 
to defeat Roosevelt’s court plan. A les- 

ser Chief Justice could not have aroused 

the country, the bar and the newspa- 
pers as he did. At the same time, he 
led another battle within the Court 
itself to change the direction of deci- 
sions so that Roosevelt's plan seemed 


unnecessary. He left his mark on the 
Court as definite as that of John 
Marshall, 


Will Eisenhower select a man in the 
Hughes tradition? 
* * . 

ROOSEVELT, Democrat and New Deal- 
er, chose Associate Justice Harlan Fiske 
Stone, liberal Republican, for the highest 
judicial post. He did this because of 
Stone’s long experience in private prac- 
tice, in legal education and in govern- 
mental service, which included a _ short 
period at Attorney General before he was 
named to the Supreme Court by President 
Coolidge in 1925. He made the selection 
despite the fact that Stone, as an associate 
justice, had voted to invalidate the NRA 
and five other New Deal: laws. 


President William Howard Taft had set 
the precedent for selection of a Chief 
Justice from the opposite party when he 
named Edward D. White, a Louisiana Dem- 
ocrat and a Confederate veteran, to the 
top judicial place. White had been a 
judge of the Louisiana Supreme Court 
and a Senator from that state when Presi- 
dent Cleveland appointed him associate 
justice in 1894. 


Charles Warren, in his monumental 
book, “The Supreme Court in United 
States History,” makes this comment on 
Taft’s action: 


“The appointment, made on Dec. 12, 
1910, was notable, not only because it was 
the first promotion of.a judge of the 
court to the chief justiceship since the 
appointment of Judge (William) Cushing 
in 1796, but because a Republican Presi- 
went was broadminded enough to promote 
a Democrat.” 


White became one of the great Chief 
Justices. 


Eisenhower is expected to make his 
choice from the following well-known 
persons: Associate Justices Harold H. 
Burton, 65 years old, and Robert H. 
Jackson, 61; Senior Federal Circuit 
Judges John J. Parker of North Caro- 
lina, 68, and Orie L. Phillips of Colo- 
rado, 68; Chief Justice Arthur T. Van- 
derbilt of the New Jersey Supreme 
Court, 65; Gov. Earl Warren of Cali- 
fornia, 62; Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York, 51; Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, 65, and former High 
Commissioner to Germany John J, 
McCloy, 58. 


Justice Jackson, who was appointed to 
the Supreme Court by Roosevelt in 1941, 
is the only Democrat on the list. He came 
to Washington in 1934 to be General 


Counsel of the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue. He advanced to Assistant Attorney 
General in charge of anti-trust prosecu- 


tions and Solicitor General of the United 
States.

Those in a position to know have said 
that Roosevelt regarded the appoint- 
ment as the most important he could 
make.

HUGHES informed the White House of 
his intention to retire while Roosevelt 
was at Hyde Park. Here is how Merlo J. 
Pusey, Pulitzer-Prize winner for his biogra- 
phy of Hughes, describes the incident: 

“Returning to the capital, F. D. R. in- 
vited the Chief to lunch at the executive 
offices to discuss the choice of his suc- 
cessor. Ever conscious of the value of ex- 
perience on the bench, Hughes strongly 
recommended Stone, who was then Senior 
Associate Justice. The President talked 
favorably of Stone and of Attorney Gen- 
eral Jackson. Hughes thought well of 
Jackson, but he felt that Stone's record 
gave him first claim on the honor.: At 
Hughes’s suggestion the President also 
consulted Justice Frankfurter, a close 
friend of Jackson, who urged the ap- 
pointment. of Stone, a Republican, 
interest of national unity in meeting the

and Stone took the oath of office 
days after Hughes's retirement became 
effective. The appointment is indicative 
of how far the President had retreated 
from his court-packing days in spite of 
his continued efforts to justify the course 
he had pursued in 1937.” 

Roosevelt appointed Jackson to the 
chair vacated by Stone’s elevation to the 
Chief Justiceship and named James F., 
Byrnes, then Senator from South Carolina, 
to the vacancy created by the retirement 
of Justice McReynolds. 

President Truman seriously considered 
the appointment of Jackson to the Chief 
Justiceship when Stone died in 1946. 
Stone, however, had not kept the Court 
in discipline as Hughes had and thcre 
was much personal bickering and sharp 
feeling among several of the _ justices, 
including Jackson, Black and Douglas. 
There was a persistent rumor that Black 
and Douglas had threatened to resign if 
Truman selected Jackson. Instead of Jack- 
son, Truman appointed his old friend Vin- 
son, then serving as Secretary of the 
Treasury, in the hope that Vinson’s warm 
personality and conciliatory gifts would be 
able to restore harmony among the mem- 
bers. Although Vinson had served five 
years on the Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia he was not considered 
a truly great jurist. His appointment like 
others made by Truman—Burton, Clark 
and Minton—was regarded as personal 
and political. 

Like Stone, Vinson was not able to 
maintain order in the Court’s important 
Saturday conferences or to reduce the 
number of dissenting opinions which con- 
fused both lawyers and laymen. The 
year before Vinson took over the mid- 
dle chair, there had been dissents in 50 
per cent of the cases; during his first 
year this increased to 62 per cent and 
last term it was 80 per cent. 


His own most famous dissent was against 
the Court’s decision that President Truman 
had no implied constitutional authority to 
seize the steel industry. His most notable 
majority opinions were those holding that 
anti-Negro real estate covenants were un-

Rutledge had failed to get Senate approval 
for other reasons. 

The danger of delay in the present case 
is that political or personal pressures will 
develop. Already geographic areas are de- 
manding recognition, Gov. Warren would 
give representation to the Far West; Judge 
Phillips has support from the mountain 
states of the Tenth Circuit. He is also a 
fishing companion of Eisenhower. South- 
ern Democratic Senators like Byrd of Vir- 
ginia and "Maybank of South Carolina have 
indorsed Judge Parker of the Fourth Cir- 
cuit. Eastern Roman Catholics have mur- 
mured that there has been no Catholic on 
the court since the death of Justice Frank 
Murphy. Other mutters are that Warren is 
“too liberal’ and that Dulles and McCloy 
have been too closely associated with big 
business and that Judge Vanderbilt is not 
in good health. 

The real test is, of course, fitness, and 
this goes beyond legal knowledge. Hughes 
has given the most exact account of the 
qualifications of Chief Justice in a book 
written between his service as an associate 
and as the Chief. 

“The Chief Justice as the head of the 
Court,” he wrote, “has an outstanding posi- 
tion, but in a small body of able men with 
equal authority in making decisions, it is 
evident that his actual influence will de- 
pend on the strength of his character and 
the demonstration of his ability in the inti- 
mate relations of the judges. 

“Courage of conviction, sound learning, 
familiarity with precedents, exact knowl- 
edge due to painstaking study of the cases 
under consideration cannot fail to com- 
mand that profound respect which is al- 
ways yielded to intellectual power con- 
scientiously applied. That influence can be 
exerted by any member of the Court, what-

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Fewer Houses Being Built 
as a Result of Policies of 
New Administration — 
Return to 1920s?

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. 
ONSTRUCTION of new homes is 
slowing down because of the tight 
money market and the total of 
housing starts this vear mav fall below 
the one million mark for the first time 

since 1948. 


The situation 1s disturbing fo home 
builders, who have curtailed their opera- 
tions and plan further cuts next year. 
Federal Housing Administrator Albert M. 
Cole took notice of it this week when 
the American Bankers Association met 
here in annual convention. Cole warned 
them that unless funds were available for 
mortgages there would be a new demand 
for direct federal action in the housing 
field. 


The National Association of Home 
Builders, top organization of building con- 
tractors in the country, takes a serious 
view of the situation. It is cautioning its 
members not to undertake new projects 
unless they have firm, and preferably 
written, mortgage commitments. 

From all over the country the Asso- 
ciation is receiving reports from con- 
tractors that they are scaling down 
their plans for next year, with some re- 
ductions running as high as 20 or 30 
per cent. 

There is no shortage of the so-called 
conventional mortgage money, with inter- 


_ est rates of 6 per cent on relatively short- 


term mortgages. The shortage appears in 


funds for long-term 41% and 5 per cent | 


mortgages guaranteed by the. Veterans’ 
mortgages which finance subdivision de- 
velopments and have sustained the build- 
ing industry at the high peak it has main- 
tained since the end of World War II. 
With the rise in interest rates this 

year, brought about by anti-inflationary 
“hard money” moves of the Administra- 
tion, investment in home mortgages at 
rates fixed by the VA and FHA became 
relatively less attractive to insurance 
companies and other holders of funds 
available for mortgages. The money 
which might have found its way into 
mortgages was diverted to Government 
and municipal bonds and other forms 
of investment. 

Cole, in discussing the mortgage situation 
with the Post-Dispatch, said he had re- 
turned recently from a series of “shirt 
sleeve conferences” around the country. 


“There is no question,” he said, “but 
that big and little builders, the old- 
timers and the new men in the business 
are finding the market extremely tight 
and are curtailing plans for next year. 

“IT think we will have close to 1,000,000 
new starts this year, but plans are being 
cut back for next year. We can stand, 
and should build, more 
new homes a year. 


“The builders, I think, are going to have 
to analyze their market very carefully. 
We have passed the day when a builder 
could put up a house and have somebody 
come by and take it away from him. 

“But there are a lot of undeveloped 
markets that can and should be tapped. 
There is housing for minority groups for 
one. I think there is a big field there. 
And we could stand many more homes 
in the lower price field.” 


Cole was unwilling to do more than 
hint about what “direct federal ac- 
tion” might be expected if the mortgage 
funds to sustain home building at a high 
level are not forthcoming. An expansion of 
public housing programs might be one such 
course but Cole, as a Representative in 
Congress from Kansas, was an ayowed op- 
ponent of public housing.

“It was hoped,” said Cole, “that actions 
of this type would enable the mortgage 
market to operate more freely and with 
less Government intervention, A_ read- 
justment period was expected, and most 
certainly has occurred. 

“Frankly, it is more of a readjust- 
ment than was contemplated, either in 
or out of Government and there are 
many housers and many bankers who 
express concern about the present situa- 
tion. 


“Private non-farm housing starts have | 


declined in each of the last four months 
as compared with last year. On a season- 
ally adjusted basis we were producing new 
homes at an annual rate of 970,000 in 
August of this year. This trend alone is 
not disconcerting, for production at this 
level {s high and would seem to indicate 
a strong home-building industry. 

“It must be remembered, however, 
that current starts are the result in 
many cases of financing arrangements 
made some months ago, and there is an 
obvious lag between financing commit- 
ments and the start of construction. 

“Applications for FHA insurance on new 
construction, which indicates the current 
picture for part of the housing market, 
have declined markedly during the past 
two months. Mortgage commitments is- 
sued by FHA declined 61 per cent from 
June to July, and another 7.5 per cent 
from July to August.

SINCE THE MORTGAGE tightness de- 
veloped the Federal Housing and Home 
Finance Agency has taken two additional 
steps to ease the situation but they have 
been helpful ohly in very moderate degree. 

The Federal National Mortgage Associa- 
tion has instituted what has become known 
as a “one for one” plan to unload some 
of the mortgages it acquired in supporting 
a secondary market at interest rates as low 
as 4 per cept. Under this program builders 
who take such mortgages off of Fannie 
Mae's hands can obtain a commitment for 
an equal amount of. mortgage money at 
the current rate of interest. 


Fannie Mae has some $2.5 billions of 
these mortgages on hand, and only $380,- 
000,000 in free funds for new operations, 
It will sell its 4 per cent loans at a dis- 
count of 4 per cent, and its 4144 per cent 
loans at a discount of 2%4 per cent. It asks 
par for its 442 per cent loans, Builders 
who can find a market ‘or these mortgages 
can then look to Fannie Mae for an equal 
commitment of new mortgage money. 

Sales of such Fannie Mae mortgages 
totaled a little over $10,000,000 by the first 
of this month, and options had been taken 
on another $90,000,000 of these mortgages. 

The FHA is also promoting, after a sam- 
ple trial in a few areas, a house trade-in 
plan, It is too early to tell how this will 
but the first indications have not 
too encouraging.

Emanuel M. Spiegel, president of the 
National Association of Home Builders, 
sees in the present situation something 
approaching a return to the housing con- 
ditions of the 1920s. The “danger flags” 
that have appeared, he said, are a re- 
quirement for higher down payments, 
shorter term mortgages, higher interest 
rates, and the return of the second mort- 
gage. 

Spiegel quotes a recent report in the 
magazine Business Week, which said: 
“Some lenders are requiring 50 per cent 
down, with the remainder covered by 4% 
per cent @5-year conventional mortgages.

Home building in the United States, as 
measured by construction starts, passed 
the one million mark in 1949 when a 
figure of 1,025,000 was reached. It has 
remained above the million mark each 
year since then and last year reached a 
peak of 1,127,000. 

In the June to August quarter of this 
year new housing starts fell from last 
year’s record of 305,000 to 293,000, but 
these figures do not fully reflect what has 
been going on lately because the financing 
for these homes was arranged before the 
current mortgage stringency arose.

The Issue Is Progress—or Decay 


St. Louis will be voting on much more than a 
$1,500,000 bond issue whem it goes to the polls 
Tuesday. 

The question that appears on the ballot will 
be the issuance of bonds in that amount to 
finance acquisition and clearance by the city of 
the three blocks of gyun-down property between 
Aloe and Memorial plazas. Two voters must 
mark their ballots “Yes” for every one who 
marks it “No” if the bond issue is to carry. 

But the real question is not just this bond is- 
sue alone. It is something deeper and more fun- 
damental. It is whether St. Louis possesses the 
community will, the civic unity, the resources of 
social leadership, to attack boldly the central 
problem facing many cities tod@ay—the problem 
of decline at the urban core. 

The issue on Tuesday is progress—or decay. 

What makes this a particularly crucial elec- 
tion, one in which every good citizen has the 
most solemn obligation to take part, is the 
“pilot” nature of the plaza project. It is only 
the first step of the large-scale campaign that is 
needed to rehabilitate the central area. And hy 
every standard of measurement it ought to be 
an easy step. 

Why easy? Because seldom has such a bar- 
gain in municipal returns been offered for such 
a small investment of municipal resources. 

A “Yes” vote on Tuesday will mean that the 
city can proceed to develop the area along Mar- 
ket street into a single beautiful plaza extend- 
ing from Twelfth boulevard to Twentieth street. 
That alone would justify the expenditure of $1,- 
500,000. But much more would follow. 

Aa - + «* 

By agreement with federal authorities, the 
city’s expenditure in developing the plaza is to 
be accepted as its contribution toward the fed- 
erally aided plan to acquire and clear property 
north of the plaza as far as Olive street. 

This land will be used by the Urban Redevel- 
opment Corporation, financed by the city’s lead- 
ing business interests, as the site for a series of 
apartment buildings, housing 1350 families, that 
will not only transform the immediate area but 
stimulate growth of the entire city. 

All this would be valuable enough to warrant 
an increase in the tax rate if it weré necessary. 
Fortunately it is not necessary. The present levy 
for bond retirement raises enough money, and 
enough old bonds will have been retired by the 
time the new $1,500,000 issue is added, that no 
additional levy will be required. 

If St. Louis would not support such a bar- 
gain in public improvement at no increase in 
taxes, then the prospects for obtaining many 
other improvements long overdue would be poor 
indeed. That is why we say this is a crucial elec- 
tion that will decide much more than the future 
of the plaza. 

The issue on Tuesday is progress—or decay. 

What objections have been raised to the bond 
issue? Almost all of them center, not on the 
plaza plan itself, but on the housing plan. 

Some opponents have tried to pump up the 


scare that the housing development would be a 
promotional “bonanza” for private profit at pub- 
lie expense. To judge this canard, it is enough 
to consider the origin and makeup of the Urban 
Redevelopment Corporation. 


The corporation was formed by 68 St. Louis 
business firms—department stores, banks, brew- 
eries, newspapers, manufacturers and others— 
not to make profits in a real-estate venture, but 
to help arrest the decay of the central area. 
Far from. subscribing $2,000,000 in the expecta- 
tion of a high return, these investors know that 
the return may in fact be very low. If the law 
does not limit the yield on their investment to 
8 per cent, circumstances will. And if the city 
has any doubt on this score, it can impose its 
own limitation by ordinance. 

* . - 


It would be the height of imprudence for the 
backers of the corporation to seek unreasonable 
profits or excessive rents. Their aim is to at- 
tract people into the downtown area, not to keep 
them~-out. Their motive is civic development, 
not speculation. If they wanted “bonanza” profits 
in real estate, they would invest their money 
somewhere else. 


Objection has been made to the tax abate- 
ment feature of the urban redevelopment law, 
under which only the land would be taxed for 
the first 10 years and only half of the total 
valuation for the next 15 years. 


Why is this in the law? Not to enrich the 
Urban Redevelopment Corporation, but to per- 
mit rents to be kept ‘as low as possible. And it 
is a good bargain for the city because the new 
tax values created would produce far more reve- 
nue in the long run than the declining tax yield 
on the present blighted property. 


Those new values would aid the whole city, 
not just the central section. More than one third 
of the city’s tax revenue comes from the central 
section. If this area continues to decay, the re- 
sult can only be a shifting of the tax burden to 
other sections.

Some objections have been raised by those 
who fear that the planned apartments may not 
be open to Negroes. To oppose the bond issue on 
this ground is like opposing a new bridge on the 
ground that not everybody will use it. 


Great progress has been made in St. Louis in 
eliminating racial discrimination. Progress is 
going to continue, and good citizens will help to 
speed its pace. But it does not make sense to 
block a great civic improvement that will bene- 
fit citizens of every group until all social prob- 
lems have been settled to the satisfaction of 
everybody. 

Let us take now the forward step that can be 
taken, and resolve to take others each in its 
due time.

Headline Hunter From Pekin 


Congressman Velde of Illinois is fondly eyeing 
the seat of Senator Douglas with a view of pos- 
sibly climbing up into it next year. He Bays he 
has talked to Republican leaders, including 
G.O.P, National Committeeman C. Wayland 
Brooks, and that he had very good indications 
of support for the senatorial nomination. He 
does not think it would be objectionable to the 
more than 7,000,000 people of Illinois to have a 
second Senator come from Pekin, the home- 
town of Senator Everett McKinley Dirksen. 

Countless voters in Illinois would quickly find 
a more substantial objection to Mr. Velde as a 
Senator than his residence in Pekin, which after 
all is a very nice town of some 18,000 law-abid- 
ing people. For it was Mr. Velde who, as chair- 
man of the so-called House Committee on Un- 
American Activities, stirred up a national hor- 
net's nest by proposing a wholesale investigation 
of “loyalty” in the churches of this country. His 
related reflections on patriotism among clergy- 
men were so serious that finally, in the J. B.

It is wholly understandable that Mr. Velde 
should picture himself in a senatorial toga since 
several House members have vaulted into the 
upper chamber via the committee which he 
heads. None however has ever put his foot in 
his mouth so publicly as Congressman Velde. 
The Decatur Herald, which supported Mr. Eisen- 
hower last year, gives the headline hunter from 
Pekin good advice, Forget it. 
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Effects of a Tax Trade 

Senator Wiley was dealing in political prophe- 
cy when he warned that the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration will “dig its own grave” if it pushes 
through a sales tax. Whether the Wisconsin Re- 
publican is right or wrong on ‘that, there are 
ample economic reasons against what he called 
“the worst, unfairest type of tax.” 

The spread of opposition to the sales tax is 
now so broad that it includes such diverse fig- 
ures and interests as AFL President George 
Meany; Congressman Noah Mason of Illinois, 
one of the most conservative Republicans in 
the House; the National Retail Dry Goods Asso- 
ciation; Chairman Daniel Reed of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, and Senators Ke- 
fauver, Russell, Ferguson and Carlson. 

A sales tax next year could only be regarded 
as a method of shifting the tax burden, for its 
effect would be to restore to the Treasury some 
of the revenue which it will lose by the reduc- 
tion in individual income taxes scheduled for 
Jan. 1. Let us just see how this would work in 
the case of a married couple with two children. 

For such a couple with monthly income of 
$200, the income tax will not go down at all. At 
an income of $250 a month, the tax will go down 
60 cents a month. At $275, the drop will be 
$1.10; at $300, it will be $1.60; at $350 it will be 
$2.60; at $400 it will be $3.80; at $800 it will be 
$12; and at $1000 it will be $15.60. 

Thus the effect of the income tax cut will be 
greatest for those with the highest incomes, and 
smallest for those in the lower brackets. The ef- 
fect of a sales tax, however, would be more 
nearly uniform for all families. It would be 
levied not against income but against purchases, 
and to the extent it fell upon necessities of life 
it would bear most heavily upon the lower in- 
come families. 

The combined effect of the income tax cut 
and the sales tax would be to trade a graduated 
tax cut for a virtually flat rate tax increase. If 
the sales tax averaged, say, $2 a month, the 
family with income of $275 a month would pay 
a net increase in taxes whereas the family with 
$800 a month would receive a net decrease. 

That is not only unfair but economically un- 
sound. If prosperity is to be maintained, nothing 
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is more important than sustained purchasing 
power among the great masses of the people. A 
sales tax would sap the purchasing power of the 
very groups whose continued ability to buy we 
depend on to keep the national economy running. 
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The Carousel Closes Down 

Autumn’s arrival has put canvas over the 
merry-go-round and left the timbers of the 
roller-coaster standing bare as the trees soon 
will be. The amusement park has become a 
shrouded, mystic place where the only moving 
thing is a wisp of candy-wrapper caught in a 
sudden gust. 

Nothing that is said here, however, is in- 
tended or should be taken to imply condolences 
for the amusement park business. It is good 
business in the good old summer time, and was 
better than ever this summer in most of the 400 
or so entertainment gardens, palaces and kiddie 
koops across the country. 

The Wall Street Journal, with a careful eye 
to dimes as well as gilt-edged bonds, reports 
that the amusement parks did 12 per cent more 
business this year. This is ascribed in part to 
babies who have grown up in record numbers 
in the last 10 years. A record number of moppets 
means a record number of spins on the ferris 
wheel and a record amount of cotton candy and 
pop poured into willing and wide-open jaws. 

But quite the nicest thing about all this is 
that 10 cents a ride remains standard in many 
amusement parks in America as it has for half 
a century. Expenses have gone up but so has 
business and the profit margin is good. We do 
not know of anything else that has gone un- 
changed for 50 years and still is worth a thin 
dime. That is about the most entertaining 
thought in the entertainment park business. 
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Reaction in Nebraska 

The politicians of both parties in Nebraska 
never have been fond of that state’s unicameral 
legislature. Now they have got together for an 
effort to abolish it in favor of a return to the 
conventional two houses. A bipartisan commit- 
tee intends to seek a referendum on the ques- 
tion at next year’s election. 

The reason for the politicians’ attitude toward 
a one-house legislature is not difficult to under- 
stand. It cuts down the opportunities for maneu- 
ver and manipulation by the party leaders, and 
makes more readily visible such maneuver and 
manipulation as do take place. Moreover, in Ne- 
braska the members of the one-house legislature 
are elected on a nonpartisan ballot. This feature 
is not essential to the unicameral idea, but it 
helps to explain why party regulars have taken 
a dim view of this reform ever since the late 
Senator George W. Norris persuaded the people 
of his state to adopt it. 

Without such a towering figure as Senator 
Norris to defend the unicameral, the polititians 
may be able to undo his work. After all, both 
party organizations and nearly every newspaper 
in the state fought the proposal in the first place. 

And yet it would be strange if the people 
joined in killing a progressive reform which for 
nearly 20 years has stamped Nebraska as an in- 
telligent innovator in legislative organization. 
For almost all of those 20 years the nation has 
been hearing of the benefits which Nebraska 
reaped from its bold experiment. Little has been 
heard of any serious disadvantages, and those 
mentioned now—the activity of lobbyists, dis- 
satisfaction with legislative districting, and the 
absence of party responsibility—sound more 
like general complaints against all legislatures 
than specific criticisms of the unicameral form. 

Is the state now: going to junk its legislative 
experiment at the behest of the same forces 
which fought it at the outset? That would in- 
deed mark a new milestone on the path of re- 
action which Nebraska has followed since the 
days of Norris, 


THE GREAT DILEMMA 


A Fable of American Cities 


From the Annual Report of the City of Norfolk, Va., Reprinted From 


Once upon a time there was a small, 
prosperous city. Its citizens had a rich 
and full community life. They were 


‘ peaceful and happy. High standards of 


community services — health, police, 
fire, recreation, education—were pro- 
vided at a reasonable cost to all resi- 
dents. 


But, as the years passed, the city 
found itself growing bigger and big- 
ger—until finally, the city no longer 
was able to hold all its people. And the 
taxes paid by its citizens appeared to 


be increasing at an even greater rate. 
Vacant land began to vanish. In the 
older sections of the city children grew 
up to discover there was no room left 
in the city for them to begin their own 
homes and families. They were forced 
to leave the city and settle in adjotn- 
ing territory. Those who would have 
been the city’s future leaders were in- 
cluded in their number. 


Meantime the city’s commercial and 
industrial activity increased and drew 
new residents to the area. These people, 
too, were unable to find homes within 
the city and established themselves be- 
yond the city’s borders. 


Those who lived inside the city be

came known as Insiders and those who 
lived outside the city as Outsiders. 


With so many Outsiders settling and 
building homes in the adjoining terri- 
tory, new problems began to develop. 
For example, the Outsiders came into 
the city in the morning to work and 
many remained at night to play. Then, 
having finished their work and pleas- 
ure, the Outsiders went back outside 
the city to sleep. 


Now this sounds like a very pleasant 
arrangement—and so it was for the 
Outsiders who traveled so easily back 
and forth. The city gave them jobs and 
recreation, and cultural facilities; the 
city provided bus, train, and plane 


transportation to distant places; the 
city ran-water lines to their homes and 


assisted their police and firemen; the 
city gave them a morning and after- 
noon newspaper; and the city welcomed 
them in its stores and markets. And 
as a matter of fact, for quite a-.few 
years everyone thought this was a 
pleasant arrangement—lInsiders as well 
as Outsiders. 


At last, however, it began to dawn on 
ibe Sneipare Sat ey eee Sees see 
pon to pay more and more taxes so 
that. the Outsiders could gain the ad- 
vantages of city life. 


This looks to be a simple blem. 
The logical answer, of course, sim- 
ply to move the city’s boundaries out. 
But a certain State law made it a 
cult for the ay to do this simple 
Conseque it could not be done nye 
the problem grew worse and worse. 


In the city, which had once been 
happy and hopeful, the ambitious and 
energetic began to question the useful- 
ness of their efforts. The number of 
Outsiders grew and grew until it ap

peared that they would dwarf the 
lonely Insiders, who had been left be- 
hind. And the more the Outsiders grew 
in number, the more they used the 
services of the city and the more taxes 
the Insiders had to pay. 


Finally there came a time when the 
city’s streets could not hold all the ve- 
hicles traveling to and from the Out- 
side. Trying to be good neighbors, the 
Insiders dug deeply into their pockets 
and widened the streets. But by the 
time the streets had been made wider, 


still moré Outsiders hads appeared and, 
instead of getting better, the problem 
grew worse. 


So it was easy to se2 that the city’s 
picture was no longer very bright. As 
mentioned, the city’s future leaders had 
been forced to become Outsiders be- 
cause of the scarcity of vacant land in 
the city. On top of this, the use of land 
Outside was poorly regulated and the 
pe of close-by Inside property suf- 
ered. 


As if all this were not bad enough, 
the Outsiders’ government did not prac- 
tice modern sanitation. As time went 
on, the rivers became polluted, mosqui- 
toes thrived and vermin grew fat and 
healthy. Since these little creatures re 
fused to be very conscious of the city’s 
boundary lines, they often grew to 
adulthood Outside and tien came to 
live Inside. So once again the Insiders 


dug deeply in their pockts to try to rid 
the city of rats and mosquitoes and 
purify the rivers. 


Finally the Insiders proposed that 
the city extend its Boundaries. But 
after making this proposition, they re- 
ceived only expressions of scorn from 
the Outsiders. It was not the desire 
of the Insiders to make anyone angry, 
but, since by now the problem was so 
severe, they turned to the courts for 
help.

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The Painter as Thinker Revealed 
In New Critical Life of Van Gogh

T THE CLIMAX of “Lust 
Aw Life,” Irving Stone’s 

sensational novel based on 
Vincent Van Gogh's letters to 
his brother, the peak in pa- 
thetic frustration is reached 
in a remarkable 325-word sen- 
tence. The artist, about to end 
his life, yearns in vain to say 
goodby to the major actors in 
his tragic existence, naming 
them one by one. 

Just before he pulls the 
trigger, he realizes he cannot 
express himself in words, for 
“words had never been his 
medium.” This is a romantic 
notion, demonstrably false— 
though of proven usefulness, 
of course, to the novelist. 

Now there appears a book 
that is sound instead of sensa- 
tional. Dr. Nordenfalk’s criti- 
cal biography, well timed for 
St. Louisans in view of the 
City Art Museum’s. Oct. 17 
American premiere of a great 
Van Gogh exhibition, sets out 
“with the deliberate intention 
of presenting Van Gogh the 
writer ye! meee 3 


R. NORDENFALK, * 
D Swedish authority on Van 
Gogh, wrote his first ver- 
sion of this book In 1943. The 
new English translation, like 
an earlier Dutch version, con- 
tains additions and corrections 
arising from continued study. 
From the beginning of his ven- 
ture, however, the scholar’s 
own writing, as he puts it in a 
felicitous figure of speech, 
“plays the same part as the 
setting to a precious stone.” 
The gem is the writing of 
‘Van Gogh himself in three 
-volumes of letters to his 
brother Theo, published by 
Houghton Mifflin in 1927. This 
work was also the major 
source of Stone’s 1934 novel. 
No one familiar with the 
letters themselves will quarrel 
with the present study because 
it quotes the artist more ex- 
tensively than continuity de- 
mands. 
Van Gogh’s remarkable 
power with words has been 
discussed in a recent essay by 
Stephen Spender, but the 
‘primitive force of the artist's 
*metaphors sweeps across al- 
most every page of this biog- 
‘raphy. As Dr. Nordenfalk 
puts it, Van Gogh is co- 
author. 


in the face of his advanc- 

ing mental illness, he de- 
scribes his work as a “light- 
ning conductor” to carry off 
the ravages of his affliction. 
Of the unfortunate woman 
who figured in his fourth un- 
happy love affair, he writes 
that she is “a Cremona violin 
spoiled by bunglers.” He says 
bluntly that his parents think 
of him, with his contempt for 
convention, as “a dog with 
dirty paws.” His second love,

for his cousin, makes him re- 
veal his skill as raconteur. 
Milieu, atmosphere and emo- 
tions of all present come alive 
as he tells of his visit to her 
home, from whicn she has fled 
at his approach. The tempest- 
uous episode concludes in a 
touching cameo of her elderly 
parents insisting on taking him 
through the streets at night to 
a hotel. Here as always his 
style is without literary pre- 
tense and is quite as direct 
as his painting. 
* * + 

T this time he pleaded, 
JA craracteristicaly, to be al- 

lowed to see his cousin 
only for the length of time he 
could hold his hand in the 
flame of an oil lamp. This at- 
tempt at self-punishment fore- 
shadowed the self-multilation 
of which Irving Stone has 
made such dramatic capital.

lobe but points out, from the 
evidence of the mirror por- 
trait, that the lobe cut off 
must have been the left ear, 
and not the right, as Stone has 
it. 


Verbal energy came nat- 
urally to Van Gogh, who 
turned artist at 27 only after 
failing as art dealer, teacher, 
theology student and lay 
preacher as he endeavored un- 
successfully to help suffering 
humanity. He killed himself 
at 37, so that he painted seri- 
ously only 10 years, whereas 
throughout his adulthood he 
showed a passion for reading 
and poured out his heart in 
letters to Theo. 

Allowing for inbisehens 
caused by natural preoccupa- 
tion with techniques of craft, 
the reader will find surprising 
similarity between Van 
Gogh’s letters and those of a 
like-minded contemporary, the 
writer Lafcadio Hearn, born 
in 1850, only three years be- 
fore the artist. 

Both sensitively reflect the 
spirit of their time, a revolt 
against the ‘‘academic”’ in art, 
letters and religion. Coinci- 
dentally, both tilted quixotic- 
ally in person against the 
same windmill: prostitution.

HEIR letters disclose the 
T writers’ artistic and liter- 

ary enthusiasms, part of 
their Zeitgeist, for minor fig- 
ures, such as Pierre Lhoti, a 
favorite author of each. Per- 
meating their attitudes is the 
thought of the English philos- 
ophers Mill and Spencer, the 
French novelists and the Scan- 
dinavian dramatists. 

For weeks on end, Van 
Gogh, immersed in Dickens, 
neglected to converse with 
anyone. One of his reasons 
for going to Arles was to see 
the South of France because 
it was the locale of Daudet’s 
“Tartarin de Tarascon,” then 
his favorite book. 

To Van Gogh, art and let- 
ters are, quite properly, of less 
importance for themselves 
than for what they communi- 
cate. Thus he could insist, in 
a passage Dr. Nordenfalk neg- 
lects to quote: 

“There is Rembrandt in 
Shakespeare, Correggio in 
Michelet, Delacroix in Victor 
Hugo, and then there is Rem- 
brandt in the New Testament, 
and the New Testament in 
Rembrandt, as you like; it 
amounts very much to the 
same thing.”

ITH the aid of Van 
W coe comments on his 

own paintings, Dr. Nor- 
denfalk illustrates the artist's 
transition from his Dutch 
style, when he wrote his let- 
ters in Dutch, to his joining 
the French school. And his 
letters were written in French 
as his palette took on the joy- 
ous brightness, the coloristic 
purity of the impressionists of 
Paris. 

In his first period, starting 
from J. F. Millet, Van Gogh 
treated of labor, but he did 
not write or paint of its 
glories. He reveals instead, 
with ruthiess sincerity, the ar- 
duous lot of the peasant. 

Of the culmination of this 
theme, “The Potato Eaters,” 
he writes that he wants to 
have the paintings say ‘these 
poor people ... have them- 
selves turned the soil; the pic- 
ture speaks of manual labor 

. I would not at all wish 
that you would find it merely 
good or beautiful.” 

Painting pretty pictures or 
faithful reproductions of na- 
ture, Van Gogh knew, is not 
enough to make one an artist. 
When working on a landscape 
that failed to express the surg- 
ing vitality he felt lay be- 
neath superficial appearances, 
he wrote that he feared he 
was “painting merely a land- 
scape.” 

* * * 

ROM letters quoted by Dr. 
FF Nordentatx and from oth- 

ers listed in his incom- 
plete bibliography of 111 titles, 
it is clear that Van Gogh al- 
ways strove to make the ex- 
pression of his message tran- 
scend conventional techniques. 
His goal in life was ‘“‘to leave 
behind a certain memento in 
the form of drawing and paint- 
ings carried out, not in order 
to please this or that trend, 
but in order to put into them 
a sincere human feeling.” 

He has succeeded because 
he dared to be himself. He re- 
sembles a  physically-handi- 
capped distance-runner who 
thinks little about his form, 
does the best he can with 
what he’s got and concentrates 
successfully on the main idea 
—crossing the finish line first. 

The outstanding performer 
usually winds up by revising 
accepted notions of the best 
form — at least until there 
comes along another winner 
with different musculature, 
different weaknesses and 
strengths. 

In spite of his deficiencies, 
Van Gogh has won his race. 
Reproductions of his work in 
homes and offices throughout 
the country attest to his ap- 
peal to a diverse audience. 
Despite a flood of more fash- 
ionable idioms, legions of art- 
ists persist in painting Van 
Gogh sunflowers and land- 
scapes,

HE City Art Museum es- 
T tablished attendance marks 

for tours of the Berlin and 
Vienna collections. It wouldn't 
be a bit surprising if, before 
the Van Gogh exhibition 
closes Nov. 30, a new record 
should be racked up here by 
this most popular of all mod- 
ern artists. 

Dr. Nordenfalk’s book sup- 
plements but does not sup- 
plant Julius Meier-Graefe’s 
excellent biographical study. 
It is no substitute, either, for 
Meyer Schapiro’s stylistic anal- 
yses of the pictures, for the 
new Skira book's reproduc- 
tions, or for A. M. Ham- 
macher’s illlustrated exhibi- 
tion catalogue, with pertinent 
excerpts from the letters 
printed with each title. But 
the study reviewed here has 
these advantages: 

It is a brief, over-all, clear, 
authoritative survey and — 
through its annotated bibli- 
ography—should lead many a 
viewer of the paintings to 
deepen his enjoyment by fur- 
ther reading.

HESE two slim, bright 
T books make an intriguing 

contrast and commentary. 
By cliche and stereotype, Eng- 
lishmen are staid, conserva- 
tive folk, addicted to the ways 
of muddling-through, while 
Americans are active, experi- 
mental and liberal, a ‘“go- 
ahead people,’ as Missouri's 
Senator Thomas Benton once 
put it. But these books contra- 
dict the cliches. 


The first, by the venerable 
English author of ‘Religion

and the Rise of Capitalism” 
preaches a humanitarian, doc- 
trinaire, democratic socialism 
~—though it also contains some 
non - preaching, _ non - political 
essays. The second, by a far 
younger professor of history 
at the stormy center of Ameri- 
can-Midwestern inquiry, the 
University of Chicago, is a 
sustained historical argument 
for a conservatism so anti- 
doctrinaire that it appears the 
genius of American politics is 
inarticulate. Both men trace 
the consequences of their lead- 
ing ideas in practical politics, 

The politics espoused by Mr. 
Tawney is far from even the 
supple conservatism of Ben- 
jamin Disraeli, and . beyond 
shouting distance from the 
stand-pat or back-up tradition- 
alism of a Col, Blimp—and 
yet Mr. Tawney commands re- 
spect in Britain as an old- 
Fabian patron saint to the 
Labor party that has formed

F A POLL were taken on 
|e subject of the single 

outstanding event in avia- 
tion since the inception of 
powered flight 50 years ago, 
it’s almost a sure bet that the 
non-stop hop of Charles A. 
Lindbergh from New York to 
Paris in May 1927 would be 
the winner. 


The extent to which the 
flight captured the _ public 
fancy is almost unparalleled 
in recent years. Even the un- 
justified criticism of Lind- 
bergh just before and after 
the beginning of World War 
II, when some felt he showed 
too much admiration for Nazi 
Germany's airpower, failed to 
dim the luster of his initial 
achievement. Lindbergh’s ap- 
praisal of the, Nazi Luftwaffe 
later proved to be perfectly 
accurate. 


Actually, Lindbergh’s flight 
had three important features 
that properly mark it for con- 
sideration as the turning point 
in aviation. First, it proved 
that planes rugged enough to 
carry a heavy load and engines 
powerful and dependable 
enough for passenger use had 
finally been developed.

ECOND, it demonstrated 
NE feasibility of great- 

circle routes for navigating 
long over-water stretches. This 
routing is now the standard 
practice on almost all long in- 
ter-continental flights. Finally, 
and possibly most importantly, 
it generated a degree of pub- 
lic confidence in flying with- 
out which it would have been 
impossible to develop even a 
minor system of air routes.

Meany Says Shippers 
Have Duty Not to En- 
ter Collusive Pact 
With Racketeers. 


In a strenuous effort to dis- 
courage New York waterfront 
employers from signing a new 
eontract with Joseph Ryan’s 
ousted, “gangster-controlled” In- 
ternational Longshoremen’s As- 
sociation, top leaders of the 
American Federation of Labor 
called for official and public 
co-operation yesterday. 


George Meany, AFL president, 
issued a warning on behalf of 
the Executive Council, striving 
to keep the way open for a new 
l6ngshoremen’s union chartered 
by the AFL in convention here 
- replace the Ryan organiza- 
ion. 


Ryan’s present contract with 
the New York Shipping Associ- 
ation expires at midnight 
Wednesday. As “glaring proof” 
that Ryan wants to settle 
quickly on a new one, Meany 
said the expelled organization 
had reduced its higher wage de- 
mand overnight from 50 cents 
to 10 cents an hour. This was 
done, he said, ‘without a vote 
- even notification to the mem- 

ers.” 


Meany said: “The empldyers 
owe @ responsibility to the pub- 
lic and to their workers not to 
enter into collusive agreements 
with the racketeering element 
on the waterfront which might 
result in continutng even tem- 
porarily the disgraceful condi- 
tions existing in the Port of 
New York.” 


The newly chartered AFL 
union, he said, will “restore de- 
cent conditions” and have the 
co-operation of the Teamsters 
and all other AFL unions in 
New York. 


Asked if the AFL would try 
to break a strike if one occurred 
because the shippers take his 
advice, Meany said: “We have 
no plans to break any strike. If 
a strike comes it comes. The 
difficulty of it would not com- 
pare with that which would fol- 
low from perpetation of gang- 
ster leadership on the New York | 
waterfront.” 

He said a strike would not | 
necessarily follow the shippers’ 
refusal to sign, since “they have | 
worked without a contract be- 
fore.” 

A new contract between the | 
shippers and the old ILA would 


task of cleaning up the situation 
and bringing the workers into 
the new union,” the AFL presi- 
dent said. 

Trustees of the new long- 
shoremen’s union are scheduled 
to meet at Washington Oct. 8.

Birthright, Daniel W. Tracy, 
George M. Harrison, Al J. Hayes 
and Meany. They are to meet 
in a month and start putting a

‘T Got a Funny 


Reporter Tells of Phone 
Talk With Suspect 


| Who Shot Agent to) 


| Death in Theater. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 26 (AP)— 
“I got a funny feeling.” These 
were almost the last words of 
bank robber John Elgin John- 


son before FBI bullets got him 
in the telephone booth of a 
downtown Baltimore movie 
theater. 

Johnson, 34 years old, on pa- 
role from Alcatraz and a suspect 
in a West Coast killing, was shot 
to death last night while he 
talked long distance to reporter 
Sid Hughes of the Los Angeles 
Mirror. 

It was Hughes who alerted 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation to the fugitive’s where- 
abouts. 

FBI agent J. Brady Murphy, 
35, shot by Johnson in the 
stomach, died early today in a 
Baltimore hospital. Agent Ray 
Fox, 39, was shot in the hip 
but was expected to recover. 
Murphy was the eighteenth Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
agent who has been killed in 
line of duty. 

Movie customers, engrossed 
in the crime movie, “I, the 
Jury,” from the book by Mickey 
Spillane, knew nothing of the 
bullet-punctured drama _ going 
on right over their heads. The 
telephone booth is on the mez-‘ 
zanine floor of the Town thea- 
ter. The mezzanine is not being 
used just now. 

Reporter Stalls. 

Johnson had telephdned 
Hughes oncé. He was told to 
call back in an hour. On the 
second call, Hughes wrote in a 
copyrighted Mirror story, stall- 
ing began so FBI agents could 
be alerted. 

They gathered at the theater. 
Murphy and Fox led them up- 
stairs. 

Johnson fired through the 
glass door of the booth. Murphy 
and Fox both fell. FBI bullets 
literally poured through the 
walls, as Johnson slumped down 
and blocked the door with his 
body. 

Telling of his second talk with 
Johnson, Hughes wrote: 

“Sid, I got a funny feeling,” 
Johnson kept saying. 

‘“‘What do you mean, Johnny?” 

“Well, when you live like I 
do you get these kind of feelings 
lw you play ’em,” he answered. 

Hughes said they kept talking 
in a friendly manner while the 
all was traced to the Baltimore 

heater.

working permits.

—The Army has failed to meét 
its target date for installation 
of “Nike’—anti-aircraft guided 
missile units—but hopes to have 
them in operation soon, it was 
disclosed today. 

Secretary of the Army Robert 
T. B. Stevens announced in 
March that. Nike, which he 
termed “the best anti-aircraft 
weapon now availablé,” -would 
Start guarding major industrial 
centers “during the coming sum- 
mer.” » 


As of today, howetits an Army 
spokesman said, no unit is ready 
to meet a surprise Russian air 
attack. Army officials now con- 
fess they were overly optinfistic 
in setting last summer as the 
target date. 

Officials ‘feel certain, how- 
ever, that Nike will go into op- 
eration this fall. In faets-so hope- 
fully expectant is the Army that 
it has drawn up a press state- 
ment ready for release the mo- 
ment a unit can be said to have 
been established. 

The Nike is a 20-foot-long mis- 
sile which can speed more than 
1000- miles per hour and hit a 
target 30 miles from its launch- 
ing point. On the basis of tests 
against remote controlled B-17 
bombers, the Army said it 
should achieve at least 65 kills 
out of 100 tries. 


Production ran into obstacles, 
particularly in the “sensitive 
“mind” of the missile. The 
schedule also was wpset by a 
strike at the Western Electric 
Co. plant at Burlington, N.C., 
which is producing the. missile. 


In addition, the Army has run 
into other problems such as 
training technicians a con- 
structing launching sites; 


Launching sites must _be large 
enough so that “booster” 
charges, which fall off after the 
takeoff, will drop in uninhabited 
areas. In addition, a Nike bat- 
talion must have underground 
storage sheds and a large area 
for radar stations which pick 
and “uide the missile to its tar- 
get. 

A recent Army regulation in- 
advertently disclosed ‘that a 
Nike battalion site covers about 
140 acres.

URN off Broadway at Forty-Seventh street, head east 

toward Sixth Avenue, and halfway down the block you'll

End of a Painful Masquerade 


Two Ohio Residents Are ‘Living Again’ After 
Years of Posing. as Communist Party Members 


In Order to Gather Information for the 
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ROGER DUNHAM, A DAYTON (0.) FACTORY WORKER AND HIS FAMILY, WHO CAN SMILE AGAIN AFTER SILENTLY ACCEPTING SCORN OF NEIGHBORS, FORMER FRIENDS 
AND ACQUAINTANCES FOR 13 LONG YEARS.

DAYTON, O., Sept. 26. 


HE trial of E. Melvin Hupman, an alleged Communist charged 
with perjury, had been dragging along in Federal.Court here 
for almost three weeks and Hupman, a husky red-head with 


an arrogant manner, was béhaving like a man who was sure he 


had already beat. the rap. 


Then the district attorney 
called Arthur Strunk to the 
stand. Strunk is a quiet-spoken 
little man, with a trace of Ger- 
man accent. When he took his 
place in the witness chair, Hup- 
man’s eyes bugged out with sur- 
prise and consternation. Strunk 
quietly told the court how, while 
posing as a Communist in Day- 
ton for the past nine years, he 
had collected Hupman’s dues 
regularly each month. 

That night Hupman, badly 
shaken, sought solace at the 
home of Roger Dunhan, a neigh- 
bor who, Hupman thought, was 
a loyal party member. He strode 
up and down Dunham’s living 
room and gave vent to his feel- 
ings about Strunk. 

In court the next morning 
Hupman all but choked when 
the district attorney’ called 
Roger Dunham to the stand. 
Dunham, like Strunk, had been 
posing as a party member in 
Dayton for years, and he gave 
facts and figures about Hup- 
man’s membership in the party 
over a period of more than a 
decade. 

The tide of the trial turned. 
Instead of the acquittal he an- 
ticipated, Hupman wound up 
with a hung jury which voted 
seven to five to convict him of 
the charge of signing a non- 
Communist affidavit when he 
was an active member of the 
party; and he will be tried again. 

For Strunk and Dunham, how- 
ever, their appearance in the 
courtroom was more than just 
the turning of the tide. For 
them it was the end of a long 
and painful masquerade. It was 
like getting out of jail, like hav- 
ing your good name restored and 
like suddenly becoming a hero— 
aH rolled into one, But mostly 
it was just an overwhelming re- 
lief that makes a man want to 
laugh and cry at the same time. 

Strunk and Dunham belonged 
to that group of comparatively 
unsung heroes who, to help the 
FBI and the Department of Jus- 
tice in the fight against Com- 
munism, pose as members of the 
Communist party, and who, dn 
doing so, quietly and patiently 
bear the scorn, the contempt, 
the hatred and sometimes the 
threats of their neighbors, ac- 
quaintances and business asso- 
ciates. It’s not an easy job. 

— 

UNHAM has seven children, 
Dana the older ones, now in 

their teens and early twenties, 
were subjected to the calumny of 
schoolmates and neighbors dur- 
ing all their growing-up years. 
That was one of the worst 
aspects of it all for Dunham— 
watching his kids take it on the 
chin. 

Strunk saw his wife die think- 
ing he was a Communist; and 
he couldn’t lift a hand when his 
daughter and her husband moved 
across town to disassociate them- 
selves from him. Sometimes it 
seemed to Strunk there was 
mighty small satisfaction in the 
knowledge he was working for 
his country. 

There were times, he told me, 
when he wondered why he got 
into it. I talked to him in his 
one-room quarters, where he now 
livés alone. He stopped talking 
now and then to puff at a cigar- 
ette and gaze out the window. 

“To begin with,” he said, “I 
want to make it clear I didn’t do 
anything extraordinary. I only 
did my duty. It was rough at 
times, sure, but it wasn't in vain. 
If nothing else, I learned, from 
the way people treated me, that 
the American people are just 
about 100 per cent against Com- 
munism.” 

Strunk is 57 years old, but his 


blond, graying hair {fs still thick 
and he looks younger. He works 
as an upholsterer in a downtown 
furniture store. At one time he 
had his own business, but he lost 
that because he was a “Commu- 
nist.” 


He continued to gaze out the 
window of his bedroom, and he 
smiled. 


“It’s a relief to come out in 
the open,” he said. “My wife 
never knew but what I was a 
Communist. She died thinking 
I was.” 

* + * 


TRUNK, a native of Germany, 
S fought for that country in 

World War I. He showed me a 
torn and faded photograph of 
himself and a half dozen other 
German boys in uniform. 


“TI can still do the goose step,” 
he grinned, and he did it across 
the bedroom, lifting his legs in 
front as high as his shoulders. 
“But I hated the militaristic Sys- 
tem of Germany, and I képt 
hearing about America.” 


He saved enough to buy a 
ticket and came over in 1923. A 
year later he had saved enough 
to send for his wife. His father 
was a furniture and cabinet 
maker in the old country, and 
young Arthur had learned the 
trade. He could speak no Eng- 
lish when he came, “but when 
you're hungry, you pick it up 
fast,” he smiled. 

In 1936 he came to Dayton. 
That was the year he became 
alarmed about Hitler and or- 
ganized an anti-Nazi_ society 
called The German Workers’ 
Club. 


“! tried to warn Americans 
about Hitler, just as they should 
be warned today about Commu- 
nism, but they wouldn't take it 
seriously,” he said, “until it was 
too late.” 

After the attack on Pearl] Har- 
bor, the FBI office in Dayton 
started using Strunk rather fre- 
quently to translate German 
newspapers and _ pamphlets 
which fell into their hands. 
Strunk owns the small building 
where he occupies a room, and 
during the war he noticed that 
one of his roomers was receiving 
the Daily Worker and other 
Communist literature regularly, 
and he reported this to the FBI. 
They asked him to keep a watch 
on the man, which he did. Even 
during the war, when we were 
allies of the Russiens, Strunk 
didn't trust them. He felt to- 
ward them just as he had felt 
toward the Nazis. 

“In 1944,” Strunk related, 
“the FBI suggested I join the 
Communist party. I started 
cultivating the man I was watch- 
ing. We got real friendly, and 
he introduced me to others. I 
read a lot of their literature, 
and we talked and talked, and 
they thought I was a real con- 
vert. Finally they suggested I 


join the party.” 
Strunk paid an initiation fee 


‘he belonged to a union.

of 50 cents, and he was in. He's 
the kind of man who looks and 
acts dependable. Within a year 
he was made financial secretary 
of the party in Dayton, and it 
was his job to collect the dues. 
That way he came to know ev- 
ery Communist in the Dayton 
area. The FBI won't let him 
be specific about those things 
but there are, he will assure 
you, a number of them. 


Of course, in time he began 
to pay the price. At that time 
Word 
got around that he was a 
commie, and the secretary of 
the union had orders not to ac- 
cept his dues. He had to come 
into headquarters and pay them, 
and when he did they treated 
him with scorn and contempt. 


His wife began to hear things, 
and she talked to him. But to 
no avail. She pleaded with him. 


“I tried to convince her Com- 
munism was right.” he said, 
“but it’s hard to talk up a thing 
you don’t really believe in to 
someone like your wife.

you, that man was a mystery to 
me. I liked him, and yet I heard 
things about him, and [| just 
didn't know what to do.” Dollar 
now is getting ready to move 
into his new house. 

It was rough, sometimes it 
was almost unbearable, Dunham 
says, but they were borne up 
by the knowledge that some day 
the truth would come out, When 
it did, they got telephone calls, 
telegrams and personal calls, 
but the greatest moment came 
on Sunday morning. 

All the youngsters went to 
Sunday school and Mr. and Mrs. 
Dunham went to church, and 
they marched right down the 
aisle like anyone else.

HAT low-slung, gay-colored 
T little car that just slipped by 

you in traffic with the saucy 
grace of a spring wind might 
be capable of blowing up a 
storm of 170 miles an hour. It 
probably is one of the sports 
cars owned by the nearly 100 
members of the St. Louls re- 
gion of the Sporis Car Club of 
America. Its engine, further- 
more is clean enough to fry an 
egg on—and if it is a Cad- 
Allard owned by Samuel Lorts 
of the Fouke Fur Co., an egg 
actually was fried on its eylin- 
der head once, and eaten, both 
the frying and the eating being 
done by Lortz. 

You don't have to like racing, 
or rallies (sports-car lingo for 
short trips) or gymkana (ditto 
lingo for motoring gymnastics) 
in order_to be accepted by the 
sports-car sports as one of their 
own. You don't even have to 
possess a sports car. Five mem- 
bers of the club, for instance,

But to be a member you must 
positively be opposed to vehicu- 
lar untidiness in all its forms. 
A. L. von Rump, of Kirkwood, 
comptroller of the C. Nelson 
Manufacturing Co. and presi- 
dent of the local sports car 
club, was showing your reporter 
a few models the other evening, 
and, as he opened the hood of 
his own sports car, an MG, 
apologized for its filthy condi- 
tion. 


Not a spot of grease. Not a 
speck of dust. Nothing but 
cleanliness visible anywhere. It 
looked almost antiseptic. 


“Pretty dirty,” 
said, apologetically. 


“Yes, it does need cleaning,” 
said James Broadwell, president 
of the Broadwell Distributing 
Co., peering in. Broadwell is 
another member of the club. 


“Looks clean enough to fry 
an @gg on, to me,” said your re- 
porter. 


Broadwell slapped his thigh. 


“Funny your mentioning that,” 
he said. “We went on one rally 
where they gave each of us a 
raw egg to take along just for 
a gag. Some of us had sewed 
up a place where we could get 
our eggs cooked, but Sam Lortz 
couldn’t get his egg cooked any 
other way. That why he fried 
it on the cylinder head of his 
Cad-Allard.” ‘A Cad-Allard is 
an Allard with a Cadillac en- 
gine.) 


von Rump 
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EMBERS of the club know 
M each other's engines as well 

as they know each other's 
faces, maybe better. As von 
Rump was showing some of his 
kodachrome slides of sports cars 
to a few fellow-members at his 
home the other evening, one of 
the shots turned out to be all 
engine with only a few random 
spots of hood. 

“Ben Harris's, isn't it?” mur- 
mured an aficionado. Benjamin 
F. Harris III is a retired’ indus- 
trial designer and lives in Cham- 
paign. Clubbers take pleasure in 
obstacle races, in which a driver 
will drive blindfolded on instruc- 
tions from his passenger, or is 
called upon to avoid chicanes— 
obstacles placed in the path 
with, supposedly, chicanery— 
such as bales of hay which nar- 
row the roadway or block it first 
on one side and then the other. 
They revel in such gymkana tests 
as dropping a table tennis ball 
into a tin can on the ground 
while moving, or backing up be- 
tween bamboo poles allowing 
little leeway on either side. 

Broadwell, who built his own 
car out of parts from several 
makes in the basement Of his 
home in Ladue, designed the 
engine to produce a speed of 
110 miles an hour. Recently, the 
owner-designer-builder perfect- 
ed it with several enticing little 
touches. One of the cutest is 
its name on the trunk, hubcaps 
and steering wheel. Broadwell 
named his creation the Jabro 
110 after the first letters of his 
names and its top speed. He 
designed the lettering in an 
original, attractive script letter, 
sawed it out of a piece of ply- 
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wood and had it cast in bronze. 
On the hubcaps, ‘Jabro 110” is 
in chrome raised letters with a 
background of Mandarin red, 
the same color as the car, which 
he recently changed from Se- 
quoia yellow. The “Jabro 10” 
on thé steering wheel is the 
same except that the background 
is plain chrome. Only the word 
“Jabro” is on the trunk, in 
chrome cut-out letters. 


People see it, but they don't 
believe it, never having heard 
of a Jabro before. 


“They see that J,” Broadwell 
says, ‘and they think it’s a Ja- 
guar.” 


Consequences, accordingly, 
arise. Broadwell says he'll be 
driving along in traffic and stop 
at a red light and a big truck 
will draw up beside him and 
the driver will lean over and 
look down and say: 

“Hi, bud.” 

“"Sa8.': 

“What you got there, one of 
them new-type Jaguars?” 

“No.” 

“What is it, then?” 

“A Jabro.” 

By this time the light has 
turned green and Broadwell 
drives on a couple of blocks. He 
stops at another stop-light and 
the truck-driver draws up again 
and resumes the conversation. 

“What's a Jabro?” 

“It’s a sports car.” — 

“Where's it made, Detroit?” 

“No. it's made in Ladue.” 

“Where's Ladue?” 

Again the light changes and 
he's off again. 

Driving a sports car is replete 
with such occasions for misun- 
derstandings, Broadwell finds. 
He knows one sports car owner 
who, on parking his car in any 
public place, puts a placard in 
the windshield telling the make, 
horsepower, speed and other vi- 
tal statistics about which endless 
questions are asked. 

Sports-car people become un- 
happy at the thought that any- 
one should believe speed is all 
they care about. Absolute speed 
is not what they esteem, but 
rather the entrancing ratio of 
horsepower to cubic feet that 
can be attained in a small en- 
gine. : 

The engine of the MG, most 
popular of all sports cars, is only 
one-third the size of a Ford or 
Plymouth engine, yet it can de- 
velop 60 horsepower. A Ford or 
Plymouth could walk away 
from an MG on a level straight- 
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But on 
hilly, winding roads like those in 


away, Von Rump Says. 


the Ozarks, the MG will run 
away from them, because of its 
greater ability to nug the road 
and to maneuver. 


James H. Grove, president of 
the Grove Laboratories, who 
drives a Jaguar, sizes it up this 
way: “The hot-rod boys are in- 
terested only in making cars 
go fast in a straight line. They 
have acceleration and speed— 
but they don’t have roadability 
and they won't corner; they 
have no brakes.”

He con- 
siders it all the more a test of 
skill because the grade and the 
curve keep it from being a test 
of mere speed, 


If he can't change gears at 00 
miles an hour, using the heel of 
his right foot to brake at the 
same time he is using the toe 
of the same foot to accelerate, 
he does not consider himself a 
member of the club in good 
standing. 

The operation is known as 
heel-and-toe downshifting and 
upshifting. Here's the problem: 
' At. 100 miles an hour the md- 
tor will be making 5000 revolu- 
tions per minute in high gear, 
but.in third gear it will be mak- 
ing 6000 r.p.m,. The motor must 
be atcelerated to the fr.p.m. 
speed of the gear it is going 
into before the shift is attempt- 
ed, otherwise what you get. is 
an over-rev, and all heck will 
break loose. 

The downshift—the shift Into 
the next gear down—1is made to 
brake the car into a_ turn. 
The upshift—back into the high- 
er gear—is made to bring the 
car out of the turn.

sum up what a sports car 

means to a sports-car man 
was made by Jaguar Owner 
Grove.

How It Started 


A “Song and Dance.” 


é6 ON’T give me that song 

and dance” is the exam- 

ple cited by our corre- 
spondent to illustrate the use 
of this bit of slang. Commonly, 
it refers to some sort of excuse, 
or explanation, a professing on 
the part of one person to which 
the object of the effort, the per- 
son addressed, takes exception. 
The latter mistrusts what is | 
being presented to him, and ob- ., 
jects to the attempt in this way | 
to “put something over” on him, 

If, instead of “Don’t give me 
that song and dance,” our cor- 
respondent had _— substituted, 
“Don't put on this performance,” 
he woud have hit the origin of 
the phrase. For the allusion is | 
to an act on the American | 
vaudeville stage of former gen- | 
erations, the stage which has 
long hoped for, and which has 
recently seen some indications 
of being revived. On that stage 
there was always a “song and 
dance team,” and the words 
themselves explain the nature of 
their performance. 

On October 13, 1872, the Chi- 
cago Tribune made reference to 
the “first week of the distin- 
guished song and dance artists.” 
ma, This seems to be the earliest 
appearance of the phrase to be 
'found in black and white. Be- 
fore long, however, the expres- 
sion became familiar in the pub- 
lic prints. The Louisville Cour- 
ier-Journal reported, on Febru- 
ary 18, 1887: “The ‘Colored So- 
ciety Ball’ introduced a song and 
dance that is much more refined 
than most of those exhibitions 
are. Indeed in E. James’ “Negro 
Minstrel's Guide,” published in 
1880, the subject had been re- 
ferred to, as follows: “A two- 
hour entertainment is quite 
enough, allowing 10 minutes or 
so each for song-and-dance.”

New Carpet

ing. Realizing that a carpet or 


rug is a major home furnishings | 


investment and that it is con 
fusing to be confronted by an 
array of floor coverings in a 
shop, the Carpet Institute sug- 


gests these simple hints to make (= 


your selection easier. 

First of all, do a little pre- 
shopping. Look about in the 
homes of friends and neighbors 
to see what types of floor cover- 
ings they have, and how well 
they have.withstood the rigors 
of daily living. Ask a few ques- 
tions about wear and cleanabil- 
ity. Study the effect of both 
daylight and lamplight on the 
colérs which you are consider- 
ing; also note how different 
patterns, weaves and textures 
appear in rooms of varying 
sizes and styles of furnishings. 
You can get a much better idea 
of how a carpet actually looks 
in someone’s home than you can 
on the floor of your favorite | 
store. 

Choose a color that you really | 
like; not just one that “goes | 
with everything.” Improvements | 
in dyes and cleaning methods | 
make it possible to enjoy many | 
shades which would have been | 
impractical in the past. Also! 
consider the kind of wear the 
floor covering will receive—for 
instance, there is usually much 
less traffic in a bedroom than 
in a living room or hall. 

There are three factors that 
indicate the quality of a carpet: 
Density of pile; resilience and 
weight. See if the pile tufts are 
close enough together to provide 
adequate surface coverage; test 
resilience by digging your fin- 
gers down to feel the depth and 
thickness of the pile and noting 
how quickly the tufts come 
back; judge weight by lifting up 
one end of a rug (a quality rug 
will be quite heavy). 

However, there are exceptions | 
and some fine soft floor cov-) 
erings do not combine all of 
these hallmarks of quality.! 
Twist carpeting, for example, | 

-doesn't have deep, thick pile; it, 
is thick, short, closely woven, 
and quite rough to the touch. 
Also, resilience is difficult to 
test in a carpet with a tightly 
looped pile surface. So if the 
carpet in which you are inter- 
ested doesn’t measure up to all 
three factors, ask your salesman 
to explain. There may be a good 
reason. 

Finally, read the label; any 
rug or carpet has its fiber con- 
tent clearly stated there.

LONDON, Sept. 26 — Hyde 
Park corner, world-famous for 
soap-box oratory, is drawing its 
largest crowds in history but

“ae are running up to 8000 
warm autumn afternoons, 
partiguiart over weekends when 
the Englishman likes to walk 
én the park and stop by for an 
hour to hear what's going on 
in the world of the “isms.” 

Strung out for a quarter-mile 
around the entrance to Hyde 
Park were some 18 or 20 ora- 
tors the other day, each with 
200 to 600 persons around him. 

Variety of Subjegts. 

A fine assortment "Se spell- 
binders, semi-crackpots and ama- 
teur preachers, I found them 
holding forth on: 

Anarchism, Socialism, Com- 
munism, pacifism, 
ism, Anti-Americanism, Moham- 
medism, Catholicism, Protestant- 
ism, Buddhism with a strange 
mixture of phrenology, dianetics, 
free Irishers, vegetarians, spiri- 
tualists and assorted peace pro- 
elaimers. 


London bobbies, wearing tall 
blue hats, strolled through the 
crowds to prevent fist fights and 
to enforce the law that allows 
the hawkers to make any out- 
landish claim or statement ex- 
cept one. The haranguers are 
not allowed to shout: 


“Down with the queen.” 


“We haven’t had many real 
fights since prewar,” one of the 
mild-mannered policemen told 
me. “Sir Oswald Moseley’s 
young Nazis were always pick- 
ing fights and beating up people. 
But Nazism seems to be out of 
vogue.” 

Anarchist Creates Stir. 

One long-haired anarchist 
shouting against bureaucracy, 
Government red tape and the

A few minutes later, I dis- 
covered her four meetings down 
the line where a rival anarchist 
was putting on his show. She 
had borrowed his handbook on 
anarchy to get a few quotes so 
she could go back and heckle 
the first speaker. 

Anti-Communist Speaker 

The Communist bulldozer was 
getting a rough working over 
from a scoutmaster who had six 
boy Scouts with him on »®& tour 
of the speaking stands. The 
scoutmaster left little doubt 
about his conviction that the 
Leninist out to go back to Rus- 
sia if he didn't like Britain. 


The United States was get- 
ting it from a British war vet- 
eran who objected to American 
air bases being built in England. 
Britain, he stated, was paying 
half the construction costs, 

“We need housing, not run- 
ways,” he shouted. “The Amert- 
cans are not building airfields 
to protect us. They are not de- 
fensive, they are offensive. 


“I have here a handful of clip- 
pings quoting American con- 
gressmen to the effect that these 
are offensive installations and 
can never prevent the bombing 
and obliteration of London.” 

Next door to him, a vegetarian 
spokesman declared: 


“When you eat meat, you eat 
one of your fellow beings. It is 
barbarous and unthinkable. 
at me. I am 85 and I live on 
nuts.” 

“That,” shouted a man in the 
audience, “accounts for a lot.” 

“If the fool who made the re- 
mark,” stated the speaker, “will 
step to the rostrum, I will tell 
him a few things he will not for- 
get. ” 

London's great soap-box safety 
valve allows everyone to have 
his say. It makes no rules. Those 
who have never seen or heard 
a Communist go to Hyde Park, 
take a look and listen. They dis- 
cover usually that it is not very 
interesting or exciting. The an- 
archists usually get the best 
crowds,

Although interest in homes in all price brackets 
was apparent, the heaviest interest was apparent among 
persons with $1500 to $2000 equity for initial invest- 
ment, sums which, in most cases, are inadequate under 
current mortgage practices, despite ability of the would- 
be-purchasers to carry the monthly payments that 
would be required with such equity. 


Most of the homes presented are in lower price 
brackets, though many in the semi-luxury and luxury 
classes also were being shown. Many builders, unable 
to get much production during the summer, have found 
themselves swamped with would-be purchasers, but un- 
able to deliver homes for some time to come, when 
production catches up with the firm demand. Other 
builders, left at a transition point between a nearly 
filled subdivision and the development of a new one, 
are bridging the gap by showing homes in the nearly- 
completed subdivision and offering to reproduce them 
in the newer locations. 


The pattern for work in the home building field 
in this area has been made abundantly clear for the fall 
and for 1954...to be tempered only by monetary 
considerations contingent upon national policy. The 

ttern is for as many more new homes as can 
economically built, with the bulk of them in lower price

| New Expressway, Two-Mile Link in Interregional Highway

The new two-mile-long expressway, being built at a cost of 
$13,500,000, extends from Third street and Washington avenue (A) 
to Twelfth street and Gravois avenue (B). It runs along the west 
edge of the Memorial area and continues along Third street to 
Convent street, south of Chouteau avenue. where it swings south- 
west. Three of expressway construction are employed: 
Ground level from Third and Washington to the Terminal l- 
road elevated tracks (C); elevated freeway from there to Eighth 
and Barry streets (D); depressed roadway ftom that point to con- 
nections with Gravois. The 3800-foot viaduct section underpasses 
the approach to MacArthur Bridge (left center) and overpasses sev-

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eral streets, including Broadway between Hickory and Rutger streets.

LEMENTARY AND HIGH SCHOOL students in the St. 

Louis area, like those in Missouri and throughout the 

nation, returned to school this month to find again that 
there were too few classrooms to accommodate their ever- 
increasing numbers. 


County school officials, faced with a continuing popula- | 


tion growth and shift to suburban areas, and handicapped 
by a long summer strike that delayed construction, have 
had to search every corner of existing buildings for space. 
Storage rooms, cafeterias, stages and even gymnasiums 
have been converted to classroom use. 

In some areas, however, where such measures have 
not taken care of the overflow, churches and other build- 
ings near schools have been pressed into service. A few 
schools are operating double shifts with the student body 
divided into two parts, each group going half a day. 

Enrollment in county schools this year was 72,000, a 
gain of about 7000 over 1952. County school construction 
projects costing $7,000,000 were delayed by the strike. The 
more than 100 new classrooms these new schools and

While the county has had to improvise schoolroom 
space, the city’s problem is to make use of space that is 
available, but in the wrong places. Population shifts with- 
in the city have caused overcrowding in some districts, 
left others with vacant schoolrooms. To equalize the pres- 
sure, whole room-loads of pupils are transported in char- 
tered busses from overcrowded districts, most of them east 
of Grand boulevard, to those with extra space. 

Parochial school enrollments also have shown steady 
increases. Recently built schools already are filled. 

The shortage of classrooms is not unique to St. Louis 
and St. Louis County. The effect of an increased birthrate 
in the early postwar years is being felt as children become 
of school age. In Missouri, about 158,000 pupils will have 
inadequate school facilities this year. The United States 
Office of Education has estimated there are 345,000 fewer 
classrooms than are needed for the swarms of youngsters 
in school this fall.

18 SAVED FROM SEA 


B-29 Crash Survivors and Rescue Plane Crew Picked Up 
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Crewmen cling to the nose of the wave-tossed rescue plane, 
an SAI6 Grumman seaplane, as they wait to be taken off 
the helpless craft. The seaplane had spotted two survivors 
of the B-29 crash and alighted to rescue them, but was so 
severely damaged by rough seas it had to be abandoned. 


DOUBLE RESCUE in which 18 men were saved from 
the sea followed the crash of a B-29 hurricane hunter 
into the Atlantic 200 miles off the South Carolina 
coast. Nine of the rescued were members of the crew of 
the B-29; seven crewmen were listed as missing. The nine 
others who were rescued were the crewmen of an Air Force 
amphibian rescue plane that was damaged and abandoned 
in the rough seas while trying to pick up the B-29 survivors. 
The rescue of the 18 men was carried out by two ships. 
The B-29, converted for storm scouting, was flying from 
Hunter Air Force Base at Savannah, Georgia, to Kindley 
Field, Bermuda, when it caught fire and crashed. Seven 
men were carried into the sea with the plane, nine bailed ;

Mi Kinsey says “Yes.” But Dr. Kroger says “No!” 


Is Kinsey 


Wrong 


A noted Chicago women’s specialist thinks so. If you believe Kinsey gave U.S. women 


CHICAGO, Ill. 
INSEY is wrong about women! 
The opening sentence of Dr. Alfred 
- Kinsey’s “Sexual Behavior in the Human 
Female” reads: “There is no ocean of 
greater magnitude than the sexual func- 
tion.” I agree. 

But in crossing this ocean, the distinguished zoolo- 
gist from the University of Indiana seems to have 
got a good dunking. He’s all wet about a lot of things. 

For example, Kinsey finds that as many as 26 per 
cent of married women commit adultery. Do you 
believe this? As a doctor, / certainly don't! 

And Kinsey implies that pre-marital petting will pre- 
pare girls for happier marriages. That's untrue. 

Kinsey finds that only 10 per cent of American 
women are frigid. Yet most of my practice is with 
frigid women. | 

Why is Kinsey so far off base? Because he inno- 
cently relied on the honesty of some 5,940 women, 
only a tiny fraction of the U.S.’s female population. 

The result is that Kinsey has set the study of sex 
back SO years. 

I say this as a result of 23 years practice as a gyne- 
cologist (specialist in women’s diseases) during which 
I have talked intimately with thousands of women. 

I don’t mean to belittle Kinsey's work. It has been 
valuable in that it has broken down a lot of silly 
taboos about sex. And perhaps some of his statistics 
will be useful. 

I wish, however, that he had stuck to reporting his 
statistics. For the conclusions he draws from them 
are dangerous, particularly as they were interpreted 
in the press. I'm afraid they will increase my practice. 

That’s why I'm attacking Kinsey now—before too 
many neurotic women jump into unfortunate sexual 
experience in the forlorn hope that they will find 
happiness. (Edmund Bergler, formerly assistant direc- 
tor of the Freud Clinic in Vienna, and I are now writ- 
ing a full book-length criticism of Kinsey.) 


In a brief article, I can’t discuss Kinsey's massive 
book point by point. I can only outline four important 
respects in which his work is questionable. They are: 


1. Women won't tell you the truth 

about their sex life even when they 

are paying you to find out what's wrong 
with them. 


From my experience, / just can't believe that a 
normal, healthy woman will bare her innermost secrets 
to a stranger firing 300 to 500 questions at her in a 
few hours. As 1 say,-I've found patients will lie to” 
you even when they are paying a fee. 

My guess would be that many of the women who 
answered the Kinsey questions fall into two types: 
(1) those who felt they were “confessing” and thus 
easing their consciences of real or imagined guilt; and 
(2) those who, either because of a lack of experience 
or a feeling of rejection in their sex life, -used the 
interviews as a way of inflating their egos through 
exaggeration. 

Nearly all indgiduals have what is called “screen 
memories”—that is, late memories which distort things 
that happened to them earlier. This distortion in 
memory will appear regardless of how many cross- 
checks the individual is subjected to. Not only is it 
easy to forget, but it is also easy to “disremember.” 

That’s why I question the accuracy of Kinsey's 
interviews. Personally, I had to approach female prob- 
lems with a “three-D” method to get behind this 
screen of memories. My training in obstetrics and 
gynecology was not enough. I had to take post grad- 
uate courses in psychiatry and psychoanalysis, too. 

With his method, Kinsey just can’t go deep enough. 
All he can do is classify the actions his subjects will 
admit to and whatever attitudes they can express at 
the time of the interview. 


2. Even if the women he talked to told 
him the truth, Kinsey didn’t talk to 
enough women. 


The 5,940 females Kinsey interviewed represents 
only 1/14,000 of the total U.S. female population. 

Kinsey himself admits his group was heavily 
weighted on the side of the “upper classes.” (For 
example, 57 per cent of the Kinsey women went to 
college, compared to 7.5 per cent of all American 
women. ) 

As far as I'm concerned, this makes his most sen- 
sational finding ridiculous. He reports that 26 per cent 
of married women up to 40 years of age commit 
adultery. That figure was “corrected” up to 40 per 
cent by most reporters on the ground that younger 
women in the sample had looser morals than the 
older women, and that women have a tendency to 
conceal unfaithfulness. (If women lie about this, don't 
they also lie about other sexual matters?) 

Well, my own research leads me to believe that 

infidelity in marriage does not exceed 15 to 20 per 
cent on a national average. In other words, not more 
than one woman in five has ever been unfaithful. 
_ For one thing, I have found adultery more com- 
mon in the so-called “upper classes.” Even more 
important, | have found (as Kinsey did) that the 
more religious a person is the more she is likely to 
be faithful. Bur Kinsey's sample was low on women 
with strong religious beliefs, particularly Catholics 
and Jews. 


3. You cannot compare human sexval — 
behavior to that of animals. 


Kinsey spent many years (19) as a taxonomist, 
Classifying and measuring insects. He also did some 
wonderful work in biology; his “Introduction to 
Biology” sold 440,000 copies. But his concepts about 
human sexual behavior may have been distorted by 
his biological training. 

As a result, Kinsey lays more stress on biological 
performance than emotional satisfaction. In effect, 
he equates a good husband with a stud animal. 

But the fact is that a woman will seldom derive 
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a black eye, you must read this story 


permanent satisfaction merely because her partner 
is a good mechanical “lover.” There is a tender and 
spiritual aspect to sex based on mutual respect, affec- 
tion and gradually established confidence. In women, 
sexual desire is more delicate. and finely shaded 
aesthetically and morally than in men. 

I personally believe that sexual behavior is a highly 
personalized and individual matter. It will vary from 
woman to woman and even change in the same 
woman from time to time. There are so many vari- 
ables that it is impossible to explain sexual behavior 
as Kinsey does in terms of “biological performance.” 

The Kinsey approach goes off the track in attach- 
ing too much importance to a “climax,” or satisfac- 
tion, no matter how it is reached. (Frankly, I don't 
know how the Kinsey researchers got their statistics 


on this. I have found that the majority of women: 


just don’t know whether or not they have ever reached 
a climax. until they have been trained to recognize 
one. ) 

This has led Kinsey to stress quantity rather than 
quality. To him, women who have a high score of 
sexual satisfactions are well-adjusted. He ignores how 
these are achieved. This is nonsense! 

And this is why | differ with Kinsey on frigidity. 
He claims, as a result of counting climaxes, that 10 
per cent of American women are frigid. / would put 
the figure nearer 75 per cent. Why? Because it isn't 
the number of sexual satisfactions a person achieves 
but rather the quality that counts. 

Kinsey argues that, since all kinds of sexual be- 
havior can be found in sub-human’animals, they must 
be considered normal when found in humans. He's 
just throwing out the window all the ethical, religious 
and moral advances mankind has made! 


4. You simply cannot measure love on 
an IBM punch-card machine. 


As a colleague of mine, Dr. Herbert Ratner, Health 
Commissioner of Oak Park, Ill., puts it: “Kinsey 


fails to realize that one can count noses till dooms- 
day and yet, through this method, never learn the 
purpose of a nose.” 

For example, Kinsey's report offers no evidence 
that those women who have the highest number of 
sexual satisfactions are the happiest with their hus- 
bands. The number of sexual climaxes doesn’t seem 
to have any bearing on the strength or permanence 
of the marriage relationship.

Why are thousands of young wives making the 
rounds of physicians’ offices, using ailments as an alibi 
for their failure to achieve sexual satisfaction? 

The fact is that increased petting before marriage 
does not necessarily improve the chances for a suc- 
cessful marriage.

Yet as any 
doctor knows, having an “affair” or “gaining sexual 
experience” is a poor substitute for the real treatment 
—getting at the real cause of the person's nervous 
tension. , 

Now that you've read my article, | have a con- 
fession to make. I could have put all of this in a lot 
fewer words. 

If you really want to know what's wrong with 
Kinsey, take a walk in the park some spring night—or 
watch the eyes of a young bride while the minister 
is reading the wedding ceremony.

OME ON along for a few minutes 

and see what makes Walter 

Winchell tick on TV with a 15- 

minute program that attracts 

more listeners than any other man of 

words, excepting the President talking 

on a national emergency. Winchell’s 

success iS not a mere accident; he 

sweats to retain the title of High Man 
on the Votem Poll. 


He Starts Saturday 


INCHELL begins to write his 
Sunday night material on Satur- 
day night, going to sleep only 
after he’s completed what he’s satisfied 
has the makings of a sock script. 

He arises around three Sunday after- 
noon, eats a soup dish of orange 
Delmonico, doused with fresh orange 
juice, and drinks cups of black coffee. 

After checking late developments in 
the news, adding and deleting items, 
making a dozen phone calls and receiv- 
ing last-minute memos and tips from 
his Girl Friday, Rose Bigman, Winchell 


types his own copy so his legal aide 
can scan it for possible libel. 

While he’s batting out his final re- 
vised script in a cubbyhole outside the 
newsroom in the ABC-TV studio build- 
ing, the technical staff, director, engi- 
neers, sound and three cameramen re- 
hearse and codrdinate every cue. It 
takes 19 people a total of 34 hours to 
prepare, stage and simulcast Winchell's 
15 minutes. 

Explaining why he does his own typ- 
ing, Winchell says, “I've been doing it 
for 22 years. I know my copy. It may 
look like a laundry ticket to you (it 
did), but, daddy, I know my copy!” 

About 20 minutes before airtime, re- 
laxed as a Hollywood bride before her 
seventh ceremony, Winchell scampers 
around the studio entertaining the 
friends he invites to each session. 

FIVE MINUTES before deadline, he 
sits at the desk for an informal light, 
sound and camera rehearsal. 

THIRTY SECONDS before zero he 
clears his throat, tugs his tie, loosens 
his collar and tightens his nerves. 


TWENTY SECONDS: He puts on a 


silly grin and shouts, “Who's nervous?” 


FIFTEEN SECONDS: “My throat,” he 
whispers, “feels like cotton.” 

TEN SECONDS: He presses his lips 
together. “It's the electric chair!’ he 
gasps, fingering the brim of his gray 
hat and nibbling a fingernail. 

TWO SECONDS: He sighs, “Silly 
boy!”

LEADVILLE, Colo. 
HE PICTURE on the opposite page shows one of 
nature’s most patient—but exasperating—critters 
—a burro in his balkiest mood. 

After leading 23 other burros on a tough five- 
hour mountain race he balked right at the finish line and 
wouldn't go over it. 

With other racers coming fast, his frantic leader Joe 
Taylor, is actually trying to push him across the line! 

This was just one of the problems that cropped up 
when 24 burros led by 24 men and women raced into 
Leadville from Fairplay, old mining town on the other 
side of a high ridge of the Rockies. 

One burro knocked a man down; two others also 
balked at the finish (see photos). Harold Peterson 
(lower right) should have finished third in the 23-mile 
race. But his burro, too, just wouldn’t cross the line. 

Result: Peterson gave up and helped his competitor, 
Bob Cooper, pull Cooper's own beast across. So Cooper 
came in third and Peterson had to take fourth. That cost 
Peterson (a true sportsman) $100 in prize moncy!

WHAT is life really like in Czechoslovakia, Russia's 
most reluctant satellite? Ne U.S. correspondent— 
except for our official mission—had been able to see 
for himself since the Czechs arrested U.S. newsman 
Bill Oatis in 1951. But a few weeks ago Washington 
writer Mary Van 8. Thayer and her teen-age daugh- 
ter got special permission to visit American friends in 
Prague. Observant Mrs. Thayer risked Communist 
arrest fo see as much as she could, wrote a special 
report for PARADE on her return. Here is the first

EN I WAS VISITING in Paris recently, I 
received an invitation from an American 
friend in Prague. Would I like to visit 
Czechoslovakia? 

My daughter and I took the first possible plane!

I desperately wanted to see what life was like in a 
country where unarmed miners had defied Soviet 
tanks, where courageous steel workers dared 
trample the hammer and sickle to hoist the Stars 
and Stripes. 

I flew from Brussels. (I can’t tell you how I 
managed to get into Prague. ) 

But the first thing I noticed was propaganda 
posters plastered on the airport walls. One, covering 
a whole wall, was a cardboard cutout of a Russian- 


type fighter plane stamped with Czech insignia. Five 
cardboard streamers whipped stiffly from its rudder, 
each saying in a different language, “Messenger of 
Peace!” 

The airport guest book lay open on a table. 
Reds from all over, guests from behind the Iron 
Curtain, had scribbled gushy compliments about 
happy Czechoslovakia. But, turning the pages, I 
discovered a joyously sour note. A brave French- 
man had written with a flourish: “/ was asked to 
comment on the airport. I will. The coffee was 
cold, the drinks hot, the service non-existent.” 

That was my introduction to Czechoslovakia. 
During the next two weeks, I learned it is a country 
riddled with terror where freedom is a crime. 

I'll never forget the shopping trip I took with 
my friend's wife. 

“Please look around,” said the proprietor of an 
elegant glassware shop, “but everything's too ex- 
pensive for you to buy.” He was right. A small 
atomizer was tagged $40; an ordinary vase $75. 

As I came out of Prague’s best department store, 
a shabby Czech woman sneered in German, “What, 
no packages?” I snapped back, “Everything's too 
expensive!’ . 

Then she pointed to my nylon stockings. “How 
much did those cost?” When I said they were seven 
koruny ($1) in America, she turned away and 
said, “Now I know Americans are liars.” 

I don’t blame her for her disbelief. Inside where 
shoppers looked but seldom bought, I'd found 
prices like these: poor quality NYLON STOCKINGS, 
$13.50 (reduced from $15!), WOOL CARDIGANS, 
$80; sleazy artificial SUK, $16.75 a yard; and 
leather SHOES, $50 to $80. Even more pathetic 
were the prices on TOYS—an 18-inch STUFFED BEAR 
for $80 and DOLLS we'd buy at home for $2.95 
selling for $30. 

At the grocer’s, the little man in a white coat 
was busy weighing cabbage. “He used to own this 
shop,” my friend whispered. “Now he gets paid 
about $100 a month—with a wife and two kids 
to support.” 

“Don’t you ever have any vegetables except 
cabbage, cauliflower and kohirabi?” I asked when 


the grocer turned to us. “I've seen potatoes, 
carrots, all sorts of things growing here near 
Prague.” He shrugged, “There might be tomatoes 
next week.” 

I knew, of course, that most edibles were shipped 
to Russia. His shelves showed it. Every tin had a 
Soviet or satellite label. The smallest can of PEAS 


cost $1.40. CRABMEAT was $4 and Hungarian, 


SALAMI came to $7 a pound. A DUCK cost $18. 
A few PORK CHOPS were on sale for $2.25 a 
pound. 

“i t do Czechs live on?” I asked my friend. 
“Dumplings,” she said. “Dumplings and cabbage 
and cauliflower and kohirabi.” 


Why Did They Riot? 


- ACTUALLY, the food situation led to the uprisings 
last May. Peasants won't deliver food quotas, 
and workers won't work. Why? Because gov- 

ernment decrees have made wages worthless. 

“In May, workers in Pilsen and at the Ostrava 
mines were paid two weeks in advance,” a Czech 
friend told me as we strolled on the lawn (the 
only place where secret police don’t have micro- 
phones). “They were given ration cards for June 
and assured there would be no money ex- 
change. | 

“A few days later, everyone was forced to 
change his cash at 50 to 1 for new currency. The 
workers found themselves literally working for 
nothing. They were fed up, so angry they didn’t 
care whether they lived or died. 

“What gives us hope,” he went on, “is that our 
police (though many were bribed with a favorable 


exchange for their money) didn't fire on the strik- , 


ers. This, I think, is the first chink here in the 
Iron Curtain!” 

And the old tradition of freedom still lives. 

High above Prague is a fire-stained base for a 
statue. Czech Reds put it there, intending to honor 
Stalin. Before it was finished it burned—mysteri- 
ously. One Czech asked me slyly: “What do you 
think of the monument to Stalin?” 

I said, “Wonderful,” and he almost smiled.
